The documents are assembled and fastened together in two 
packages. 

The first package represents the one main file 
maintained under Mr. Chance's name. Of the 11 pages in 
this main file none have been withheld in their entirety. 

The second package contains documents from 
the files of other individuals or organizations, i.e., 

"see" references. In Mr. Chance's main file, reference 
is made to these additional documents and therefore, they 
are included in this release. Only those portions of 
the documents containing information pertaining to Mr. 

Chance have been processed. Any information concerning 
third parties has been deleted as it is considered to 
be outside the scope of your request. 

A search for all "see" references was not under- 
taken. To verify most "see" references requires the sub- 
mission of information identifying the individual (s) and/or 
organization (s) with whom Mr. Chance was associated and 
the time frame of the association (s ) . 

Exemption (b) (1) was applied to withhold classified 
information . 

Exemption (b) (7) (C) was applied to withhold 
the identities of FBI Special Agents. Also, certain infor- 
mation concerning other individuals was deleted under 
this exemption as its release would result in an unwarranted 
invasion of the personal privacy of those individuals. 

Exemption (b) (7) (D) was applied to protect the 
identities of sources who supplied information to the 
Government under confidential circumstances. Also, any 
information which would tend to identify that source was 
also deleted under this exemption.
